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Lighting It Up Blue for Autism

April 2 is the beginning of World Autism 
Awareness Month all across the globe. On every continent 
and in most major cities worldwide, recognizable 
monuments, public buildings, businesses, and households 
will be lit up with blue lights to recognize those who have 
been touched by autism, and to honor those living with 
autism. 

Many will change their Facebook profile pictures 
to blue and wear blue on this day as other ways of 
showing support for this special cause. 

This year marks the sixth annual Light It Up Blue 
for Autism Day, which was created by Autism Speaks, 
a nonprofit organization dedicated to autism research, 
support, and awareness. 

Autism is a spectrum disorder that affects 
development, a person's ability to engage socially, speech 
abilities, sensory integration functions, cognitive abilities, 
and is often accompanied by other health concerns such 
as epilepsy, gastrointestinal problems, and issues with 
the immune system. Autism is most often diagnosed in 
childhood, and studies show that the earlier a child is 
diagnosed, the better the prognosis long term. 

Although there are some medications that have 
shown to help improve some of the symptoms of autism, 
and some treatments are available that some have tried 
and have found success, there is no cure for autism. 

The autism adage is, "If you've met one person 
with autism, youVe met one person with autism,'' 
because, although often there are similarities and a range 
of common conditions amongst the autism population, no 
autistic person is the same. Each autistic child and adult 
is unique, individual, and special with his or her own 
unique gifts and personal challenges. 

The characteristics of autism vary, depending on 
which end of the "spectrum" the person stands. Some

are abundantly verbal, learn to speak younger than 
other children, precocious, but lack social skills and are 
unable to regulate their emotions. Others are delayed 
with their speech, or do not speak at all without the aid of 
technology in which many have found their voice. Some 
engage in repetitive behaviors, prefer to be alone, and 
have intense interests that keep them engaged for hours. 
Some love music, math, and like someone I know and 
love, adore trains, bridges, and classical music. Basically, 
like any other person, they are individuals and have 
something to delight in and contribute to this world. 

Chances are, if your family has not yet been 
touched by autism, it one day will be, as autism rates 
continue to rise. Today, one in every 68 children is now 
diagnosed with Autism Spectrum Disorder. Mine is one of 
them. 

My 11-year-old son was diagnosed with autism 
at 18 months of age. Just before Christmas of 2004, when 
he was 15 months old, I started to wonder if something 
was wrong with his development, something more than 
perhaps "Diego just being Diego." 

For us, now, years later, autism is less like a 
diagnosis and more like a journey. An odyssey would 
be more like it. Complete with tragedy and triumph, 
struggle and success, trial and error, joy and sorrow, 
twists and turns, hardship and happiness, certainty and 
uncertainty - personal doubt and personal growth. 

Throughout the month I hope to share with you 
our journey, and the journeys of other families in the Tri- 
Town community who have gone through and are on the 
same path in life. 

On April 2 and throughout the month of April, 
you may notice some of your neighbors' front porch 
lights lit with blue light bulbs as a symbol of autism 
awareness.

I feel supported 
because someone might be participating just to show their 
encouragement and their willingness to raise awareness 
of autism, and I feel hopeful for the future of a world that 
accepts my child as the wonderful, delightful person that 
he is. 

So when I light my front porch in blue over 
this month, I celebrate the gift that is autism, while 
acknowledging the struggle over the years that has 
brought me to this place of acceptance and joy. I hope that 
others will join me on April 2 and throughout the month 
of April by lighting up their own front porches as a sign of 
solidarity and the hope for a better world for all of us, and 
especially those who are autistic living in a non-autistic 
world. 
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Happy Autism Awareness month to all the 
wonderful people I know who have been touched by 
autism, and to all those who have just begun or who in 
the future will embark upon the same journey as my 
family And when you see those blue lights lighting up 
the night, know that you are not alone, that we honor 
you, and we celebrate your loved one on the beautiful 
spectrum of color that is autism.

AFS Students Visit 'Great Decisions' Group

It was a pleasant surprise when I was invited to 
attend the most recent meeting of the Great Decisions 
group by Ellen Flynn, the group's moderator. Originally 
part of a lecture series hosted by the Mattapoisett 
Women's Club, Great Decisions is now sponsored by that 
group as a self -standing discussion group. On March 25, 
Flynn had also invited the three foreign exchange students 
who are nearing the end of their school year at Old 
Rochester Regional High School. 

Meeting in the library community room for 
eight weeks beginning in January and usually ending in 
February, the harsh winter storms had the group meeting 
through the end of March this year. I had never heard of 
this group previously and was surprised to learn that in 
the greater Tri-Town area. Great Decision groups had been 
meeting for 40 years. That intrigued me, inspiring some 
online research once I returned home. 
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But for now, it was all about observing how these 
young engaged students would digest the last session of 
the Great Decisions 2015 season and how the members 
would engage them. 

First, we watched a short film about the 
designated topic on this day, ''Brazil's Metamorphosis." 
The film is a PBS production that touched on the political 
and entwined economic history of the country and its 
people. 

The students seemed interested in the material, 
but like some teenagers, somewhat reticent to speak 
their minds in front of a group of older persons. As was 
pointed out by one of the more senior members of the 
discussion group, "I guess you are wondering what a 
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bunch of senior citizens can do/' Several members told 
the students that they still liked keeping actively involved 
in world issues and still had something to share. 

As for the students, they provided their own 
feedback on the film, as well as personal information 
about their lives in their home countries and their school 
year here in Tri-Town. 

Paola Briceno of Mexico said, "We have huge 
problems similar to Brazil/' When asked about her year in 
the United States she said, "All stereotypes are not true," 
meaning what she had learned about the U.S. prior to 
coming here had now been by and large dispelled. She 
plans on one day studying to become an architect. 

Antoine Geller from Belgium plans on studying 
languages, but is unsure about a career path, while at the 
same time, being rather clear that traveling throughout 
the world is a major goal. 

"It has been a good year," said Geller. "The U.S. is 
very different from Belgium." As for the film Geller said, 
"I knew a lot about Brazil. We studied it (at his school)." 
He also added that, "The U.S. is very diversified ... so 
different from state to state." 

Mari Belmonte from Argentina is looking 
forward to a career in medicine, following in her mother's 
footsteps as a cardiologist. Belmonte echoed that the U.S. 
had been a bit of a surprise, and not like her preconceived 
notion of a country filled with fast food-eating insatiable 
consumers. 

"Here, I didn't like the snow and school was very 
different," she shared. And as for Brazil, the information 
in the film had been new to her, saying all she knew about 
the country was that, "We are soccer enemies." 

Accompanying the students was ORR's AFS-USA 
Exchange Student Program Chairman Kim Corazzini, 
also the high school nurse at ORR. Corazzini, who has 
been the leader of the ORR exchange program for the 
past nine years said, "ORR always has been supportive 
of the exchange program . . . it's good for our students." 
She said that local students have had their eyes opened 
to the wider world through the visiting students, how 
young people have tremendous struggles in other parts of 
the globe and that, "...safety is not a given everywhere." 
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Ending on a lighter note she said, ''And they now know 
we don't always go to McDonald's/' 

The students had to return to school leaving the 
more senior members to delve more deeply into the topic 
of Brazil's present-day struggles and future goals. The 
group consists of about 20 people from various walks of 
life, most with, how shall I say, years of seasoning. Yet all 
had an eagerness to understand complex issues, exchange 
ideas, and a desire to attempt to contribute to positive 
change. 

Flynn thanked the students for their attendance 
saying, "These kids are our hope for the future."

you guys. . /' Souza said to selectmen, who seemed fine 
with the idea. 

Other additions to the program will be some 
new games and activities for children and the addition of 
the "Highland games'' with people throwing "telephone 
poles" in the air, Souza said. The committee is also 
finishing a patio near the concert arena area. 

"We're gonna try to keep it to the kind of crowd 
that we want," said Souza. You know, the Skynyrd crowd. 
"That's the kind of crowd we want to keep catering to." 

Co-chair of the committee Julie Koczera said 
that during the most recent dinner and dance fundraiser 
for the fair, she passed around a questionnaire asking 
people if they would mind if the committee called off the 
parade this year, since last year's parade saw a dwindling 
of participation from both onlookers and parade 
participants. 

"Overwhelmingly, everyone was, like, no. Don't 
get rid of it," said Koczera. "I think we stirred the pot 
and let them know. . . . Hopefully the participation will be 
there, both watching and in the parade." 

Souza said the biggest expense for putting on 
the fair is the cost to hire detail police officers for the 
fairground site as well as during the parade. And he 
knows the selectmen will be attending the country fair, 
so the event is "being watched by our mother hens," said 
Souza. "And we don't want to be grounded." 

The 2015 Rochester Country Fair will feature four 
days of events for children, mechanical bull riders, tractor 
pullers, wrestlers, cow chip bingo players, and of course, 
the Skynyrd crowd. 

Selectman Naida Parker said she is looking 
forward to it, but committee members begged, don't you 
dare mention the weather or you might jinx it. 

Also during the meeting, on a more serious note. 
Police Chief Magee, Fire Chief Scott Weigel, and Chief 
Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge gave a presentation on the 
heroin overdose epidemic in the region, as well as the 
life-saving medication Narcan, an opiate-antagonist that 
has saved lives since it was made readily available to 
emergency response services across the state. 

The board had been looking for an update on the

crisis since the introduction of Narcan, and Magee said 
tlie problem stems in most part from the easy availability 
of heroin, which Magee said has become a cheaper option 
for drug abuse that pills. 

''We're being inundated in Massachusetts . . . with 
heroin overdoses/' said Magee. Heroin is 60 percent more 
pure, he said, and is cut with a variety of substances. "So 
users really don't know what they're getting." 

Locally in Rochester, Magee said in 2014 there 
was one fatal overdose in town. He was able to track 
down three heroin overdose calls and four non-heroin 
overdose calls in 2014. 

"So we are experiencing the same issues 
as other communities," said Magee. And given the

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub.

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small population of Rochester, "I don't think it's 
disproportionate with other communities../' 

Eldridge said she recently introduced an 
instructional card to the emergency response information 
that dispatchers use to instruct the caller on how to 
tend to the victim until the EMTs can get there. She said 
dispatchers would be trained on how to handle a heroin 
overdose over the phone while a caller might be too 
emotional to independently react appropriately. 

EMS responders have Narcan on hand for such 
emergencies, and drug users and their families or loved 
one can also receive Narcan to keep in their possession in 
the case of an overdose. 

Parker asked Magee about the now inactive 
D.A.R.E. program in town, and Magee told her that, 
without the funding, the program was halted years ago. 
Parker suggested approaching the Rochester Lions Club 
for funding. 

"I think it's valuable. I taught it many, many 
times," said Magee. "It was very well received in the 
schools. We'd be able to start it immediately if we had the 
funding." 

Selectman Richard Nunes said, "It's something 
you don't think about in a small town.. . .We're in a very 
small scale area, but it only takes a matter of time before it 
gets passed on..." 

Chief Magee said anyone in Rochester is welcome 
to call the police station for more information about how 
to seek help and support for drug abuse. 

"It's no longer a city problem," said Parker. 
"Not anymore," said Magee. 
In other news. Town Administrator Michael 
McCue said, although Rochester "is not out of the 
woods," the town is much closer to a balanced budget 
after some progress with the school budget. 

"I'm cautiously optimistic at this point," he said. 
McCue also said the Town's snow and ice 
removal budget is now in a $131,088 deficit, making 
a total of just under $200,000 spent, not counting last 
weekend's Saturday snow showers. McCue said he is 
looking towards federal dollars that could be available. 

The next meeting of the next Rochester Board 
of Selectmen is scheduled for April 6 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

and manage growth in this district. 

Cutler ushered the group of about 20 mostly 
invited abutters through his presentation that defined the 
objectives of the proposed bylaw changes as well as the 
changes themselves. 

The Limited Commercial District in question lies 
to the west/ northwest and slightly east of where Plumb 
Corner is presently situated on Route 105 (Rounseville 
Road). There is also a triangular parcel with frontage on 
New Bedford Road to the east/ southeast of the post office. 

"We cannot stop growth, we can only manage 
it/' stated Cutler in his presentation. 'Tf we don't manage 
it, we will end up with our growth controlled by outside 
entities." That said, there was still some push back to

follow. 

Continuing on. Cutler said that the Master Plan 
would recognize mixed use in the commercial district 
with more people-friendly aspects, such as a wider variety 
of development options including businesses mixed with 
residential spaces within the same structure. 

Cutler also impressed on the assembled that 
the ZBA cannot do anything more than allow or 
deny applications requesting variances and special 
use considerations, whereas the Planning Board can 
regulate the type of construction allowed and enforce 
the bylaw via site plan review. He urged the group to 
give the Planning Board better control over the Limited 
Commercial District before sale of the lands took place. 

Ward Benner, a resident of Mendell Road, was the 
first to speak up against mixed-use construction saying, 
"It's a disaster waiting to happen!'' He pointed to a fire 
in town in just such a type of structure, but was quickly 
reminded by Cutler and Planning Board member Michael 
Murphy that that building had been erected long before 
building codes and sound construction practices had been 
put in place. 

Also voicing some concern was Woody Hartley, 
current town moderator and candidate for the Board of 
Selectmen. He suggested that any development in the 
Limited Commercial District would bring too much traffic 
to an area where, ''...the confluence of roads, one a major 
thoroughfare, will create a traffic burden."

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
countered Hartley's concerns saying, ''We've done a good 
job with traffic so far. We can make them adjust traffic 
flow. ... If we think traffic flow is going to be too much, we 
can control that. ... They'd have to scale it back." 

"We should know going into this what the traffic 
is going to be," said Hartley, to which Johnson replied, 
"Every business generates traffic. So do homes." 

Planning Board member Susan Teal continued 
Johnson's thought saying, "But if we don't give the 
Planning Board the bylaws to work with, a lot of what 
could be proposed will show up at the ZBA, but the 
Planning Board can do that through site plan review." 

She said that she lives on New Bedford Road and

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real traffic change experienced by Rochester had to do 
with the mall in Wareham, not developments in Rochester 
such as The Pines. She said that people are using 
Rochester roadways to get from Acushnet to Wareham to 
access the mall on Route 28. 

Johnson said that the applicant would be required 
to pay for a traffic study that would report back to the 
Town. 

''Traffic should be the limiting factor/' said 
Hartley in conclusion. 

William Watling of New Bedford Road 
questioned the setback formula the bylaw would 
use along with a requirement that 20 percent of the 
'disturbed' site would be required as green spaces.

walkways, recreational areas and landscapes. 

"That applicant can ask for a waiver by 
demonstrating there is a need/' said Johnson. ''We can 
inject common sense when you craft legislation, you start 
with the worst case scenario, then you can legislate down, 
you can't legislate up." Johnson continued, "You're going 
to have an opportunity to voice concerns as an abutter. 
The buildings are to be harmonious to other buildings." 

Chris Silveira, whose home is located near the 
post office, complained of light pollution, something he 
and his family have been dealing with. He said that the 
lighting around the post office was too bright and was left 
on throughout the night, illuminating the interior of his 
home. He asked about what sort of lighting limitations 
new bylaws might impose. 

Teal said the Planning Board could regulate 
lighting now, whereas the ZBA cannot. Johnson said that 
light shielding would be required. 

Murphy shared with the residents, "We love 
when you come in with comments and input so we can 
try to make everyone happy - people are a big help." 

The Planning Board and ZBA, along with Town 
Planner Mary Grain, will assemble the comments and 
present a draft to the selectmen. Further public hearings 
will be held in advance of Town Meeting on June 8.

Summer Harbor Services Discussed 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 
By Marilou Newell 
David Kaiser of the Mattapoisett Boat Yard met 
with the Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board during 
its March 26 meeting to discuss services provided by 
his business for boaters in Mattapoisett Harbor and 
waterways. 

Kaiser said that overall, the 2014 summer season 
had been a successful time for both the town and for his 
business, with just a few hiccups along the way. 

''One of the concerns was Sunday pump-outs," 
said Kaiser He said that typically boaters contact the 
boatyard via cell phone to set up a pump-out day and 
time and that no one had complained about not being 
able to get a pump-out on Sundays. 

"Sundays are problematic," Kaiser shared. He 
said that it was tough to get "kids" to work on Sundays 
and that "not just anyone" can be tapped to run the 
pump-out boat. The skill level required was much more 
precise, he continued, than that required by a launch pilot. 

"Fm happy to try and make that work," he 
conceded. "We are not profiting from this," Kaiser told the 
group, "but happy to assist the Town, as a business in the 
Town." 

Regarding launch services, he said that he has

a solid group ready for the 2015 season and noted that 
these pilots are required to have several types of licensure 
and certification(s), including that provided by the Coast 
Guard. Kaiser commented that the cost associated with 
gaining these licenses can be as much as $700 and take up 
to three months to complete.

drop off at the Barstow Wharf situated at the Town Beach, 
he reminded the board. To accommodate the Selectmen's 
request, they had tried to go in and out of the Town Wharf 
area at Shipyard Park; however, this proved very difficult 
to negotiate and very time consuming. 

The board members agreed that Barstow was 
not only better for Kaiser, but for the Town as well due 
to parking issues.

FinCom Meets with Cap Plan and CPC

The Mattapoisett Finance Committee met with 
members of the Capital Planning and Community 
Preservation Committees on March 25 to discuss their 
financial decisions for fiscal year 2016. Both committees 
will have their decisions voted upon during the annual 
town meeting in May. 

Chuck McCullough, Capital Planning chairman, 
accompanied by committee members Jerry Johnson and 
Alan Apperson, made his presentation following many 
months of meetings with Town departments to review 
needs with hefty price tags. McCullough explained the 
scoring process used to prioritize those requests deemed 
necessities by department heads for the operation of their 
department. 

The spreadsheet contains 13 line items totaling

McCullough also provided the Finance 
Committee members with a 10-year capital investment 
spreadsheet. Equipment such as ambulances, trucks, 
snowplows, and sewer grinders, along with construction 
projects such as wharves, town buildings, road repairs, 
and school building repairs were all listed, totaling 
approximately $30 million. 

John DeCosta, chairman of the Community 
Preservation Committee, along with committee member 
Jodi Bauer, also met with the Finance Committee 
members. DeCosta presented the committee with a four- 
page report detailing the CPC account balances, estimated 
income, disbursement of funds, and process for selecting 
projects for funding in FY16. 

CPC received seven applications totaling $469,230. 
DeCosta said that after interviewing each sponsor and 
evaluating each application through a scoring process, 
five projects were selected for funding by the committee. 

Those applications are: Bike Path Phase IB 
(requested $25,000) - $15,000; historic Quaker Meeting 
House restoration project (requested $146, 980) - $80,000; 
Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum cataloging project 
(requested $10,000) - $10,000; historic Christian Church 
window restoration project (requested $22,750) - $11,000; 
and wharf restoration project (requested $146,980) - 
$80,000.

FinCom Not Ready for Recommendations 

Marion Finance Committee 
By Jean Perry 

As the town inches closer to Town Meeting, 
a regular topic of discussion for the Marion Finance 
Committee continues to be the fire pumper truck 
requested by the Fire Department, just as it was last year. 

What has changed since then, though, is the 
FinCom' s acceptance of the high price tag that still hovers 
at $540,000. At the 2014 Annual Town Meeting, FinCom 
recommended against the fire pumper article and Town 
Meeting agreed. 

This year, the committee appears poised to 
recommend a fire pumper article, although the discussion 
is still not over and another week remains before the 
committee finally makes its recommendations on the 
Town Meeting warrant. 

On March 26, another proposed emergency 
vehicle joined the conversation, although the three 
FinCom members in attendance have not yet warmed up 
to the notion of a new ambulance without a good enough 
reason for it. 

'T have seen no real justification as to why we 
need a new ambulance other than [they] said we need a 
new ambulance,'' said Finance Committee Chairman Alan 
Minard. He said, basically, he was told simply that the 
department needed a new one and three bids unspecified 
that evening were provided to them. 

"I don't see how we do both in the same year," 
said FinCom member Margie Baldwin. "Nobody buys 
two cars in the same year," she added, trying to be 
practical as she put it. 

Well, they are both debt, said Minard, and how 
much debt does the Town wish to take on right now, he 
asked.

Minard shifted back to the fire pumper and 
mentioned that on the night of March 25, the night before 
the FinCom meeting, there was a meeting of the Fire 
Engine Study Committee that resulted in a 3-2 vote to 
adopt the $540,000 number for the warrant. 

Minard said the one bid that remained constant 
at that amount was for a truck with specs that ''does 
everything but tell which way to tighten the bolts/' 

Minard said he asked Fire Chief Thomas Joyce if 
he would buy that truck priced as such, and he replied, 
no. Minard said, by his estimation, the pumper should 
cost roughly $480,000, "But that's not the truck they want 
to buy." 

"Then you have a fire chief who's deciding what 
truck to buy and he's leaving in June," said Baldwin. 
Chief Joyce will retire on June 30. 

The chairman said, "In any business situation this 
wouldn't be the case," adding that, before the truck goes 
out for bid, the Town better make sure the new chief is 
content with the pumper slated for purchasing. 

Back to the ambulance, Minard suggested having 
Fire /EMS Deputy Chief Joseph Dayton provide the 
Finance Committee with further documentation on the 
necessity of a new ambulance. 

"It's the same thing we ask every 'capital person' 
to provide us," said Minard. "The same thing we do to the 
police chief . . . why do you need a new truck?" 

The Marion Fiscal Year 2016 budget rests at 
$20,457,508, a 2.74% rise from last year. 

"So, we're in pretty good shape there I think," 
said Minard. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for Thursday, April 2 at 7:00 pm 
at 13 Atlantis Drive.

Update on Benson Brook Community Solar 
Garden on the Landfill 

Two years ago, Marion's Energy Management 
Committee proposed using the flat area on top of the 
town's landfill for a solar array to provide clean electricity 
power to town residents and small business owners. 
A Municipal Solar Overlay District zoning change was 
overwhelmingly approved at Town Meeting to permit this 
project. 

In May 2014, the Selectmen appointed an EMC 
subcommittee to draft a request for proposals from 
solar developers. The proposal from My Generation 
Energy was evaluated as the most responsive and 
recommended to the Board of Selectmen for acceptance. 
Early on in the detailed design, however, we learned that 
Eversource (formerly NSTAR) could not provide a grid 
connection for the project without adding capacity to the 
Mattapoisett substation that serves the site on Benson 
Brook Road. Marion's project, along with several larger 
Mattapoisett solar farm projects, will have to share the 
cost of the substation upgrades. A formal application 
to Eversource has been submitted by My Generation 
Energy and engineering drawings have been furnished. 



All the projects are waiting for Eversource to assess the 
substation revisions and assign the costs proportionately 
to the projects that are involved. It may take another year 
for the grid connection to be approved before the project 
can move forward. 

Once Eversource approves the grid connection. 
My Generation Energy will still have to secure a Post 
Closure Permit from Massachusetts DEP for the proposed 
work on the capped landfill, submit for the Planning 
Board's Minor Site Plan Review, and obtain a building 
permit before construction can proceed. 

The finished project will net meter clean, 
renewable, solar power to homes and small businesses at 
lower cost than standard rates, and the Town will receive 
annual lease payments for the use of its capped landfill. 
This project will be a win-win for residents who choose 
to participate in the solar cooperative and for the town 
as a whole. Marion residents who would like to use solar 
power but cannot or don't want to install panels on their 
own property may contact the undersigned for further 
information.

Cape Verdeans on the South Coast 

The Sippican Historical Society's 2015 lecture 
series continues on Thursday, April 16 with the topic.

Cheating With the voices of Sophia Takal and Jeremy 
Baumann. Directed by Bill Plympton. Running time: 76 
minutes. 

In Cheatin', the seventh animated feature 
by cult favorite Bill Plympton, the plot runs on a 
misunderstanding that could be cleared up by a short 
conversation ~ if the characters could talk. But this 
film, like Plympton' s previous Idiots and Angels, has 
no dialogue, so it takes the central married couple the 
length of the movie to figure it all out. This is frustrating, 
to say the least, but let's give Plympton the benefit of 
the doubt and assume the frustration is intentional. 
The central married couple, Ella and Jake ('Voiced'' by 
Sophia Takal and Jeremy Baumann in what amounts to 
a series of grunts and screams), have communication 
problems. They're madly in love with each other, but their 
relationship seems stuck in the physical realm. In brief, 
they're humans who don't realize they're cartoons. 

Other women are always throwing themselves at 
Jake, but he declines. Then one of the jilted women gives 
Jake a photo that makes it look as though Ella has been 
massively unfaithful, and Jake's despair and rage lead 
to his own infidelity. I don't think Plympton is trying to 
make any big statements about male /female relations; 
he's just having fun riffing on a theme, as he always 
does. Plympton, though, may strike some as a talent 
that works best in short doses (while die-hard fans will 
cherish every minute they get). Even at only 76 minutes, 
C/zeflf/n' occasionally feels long, and I think that's because 
individual sequences ~ even individual shots ~ tend to 
run on just a bit more than they need to. Plympton clearly 
relishes basking in his own visual exuberance, but after a 
while we may prefer the narrative, or what passes for it, 
to move along. 

At other points, though, Plympton' s drawn-out 
strangeness seems the only way for him to work ~ the 
unique thing he has to offer as an artist. Nobody will ever 




call him a stiff cartoonist: bodies bend and stretch for 
yards, gravity and physics abide by Plymptonian rules 
when they aren't disregarded altogether. Cheatin' at its 
loosest and most lyrical is superb eye candy. But if an 
animator is to work at feature length, a story can't just be 
a visually luscious riff. Now and again, the movie feels 
like a compilation of short "Plymptoons" that happen to 
share a theme and a pair of characters. I should admit, 
in case it isn't apparent by now, that I'm not the biggest 
Plympton fan. I admire his sui generis style and his visual 
tomfoolery, but something about his stuff leaves me cold 
~ an experience I noted when watching his first feature, 
1992's The Tune. 

What's my issue? I guess I get the sense 
that Plympton is into animation for its own joyfully 
manipulative sake, that he loves twisting and tweaking 
anatomy and nature as far as he can without stampeding 
into the realm of the abstract. But here's just one small 
example in Cheatin' oi what leaves me cold. Jake has just 
found out (or so he thinks) that Ella has cheated on him. 
He jumps in his car and takes off. He howls in misery. 
He races a train. His teardrops bead up and fly behind 
him. He looks and sounds like a grievously wounded 
doofus with a nose that resembles nothing so much as 
a big fat phallus. All of this is clever, amusing, and so 
on. Except it's not supposed to be. We're supposed to be 
feeling Jake's pain, or at least relating to it. Instead we 
chuckle and admire Plympton' s imaginative verve. And if 
Plympton would let Jake or Ella say a damn word to each 
other, their problem would be cleared up, and it would 
be a seven-minute cartoon ~ which it possibly should' ve 
been to begin with.
